University yesterday afternoon 
at 3.50. The Queen was greet- 
ed by Sir Arthur Currie on tlu' 
.steps of the Arts Building and 
escorted by him into the en- 
trance ' all. Here she wa.s in- 
i troduced lo various member.s of 
the staff. She entered Moyse 
Hall, which she inspected some- 
what hastily. From there she 
liroceeded with Sir Arthur and 
several others to the Redpath 
Library. 

Kully half an hour before ihe ilmc 
ai which Ihe Queen was Kc)icduled to

zonB of Montreal beKaii K.UherlnEr 
around the steps of the Arts UuildinR

The Prince's signature 
was most illegible of the throe, yet 
the same flowing slylo wjis easily 
seen as an outstanding characteris- 
tic, of his as of that of Princess lle- 
ana and her mother. 
• In the library, study was soon stop- 
ped by the few students who happen- 
ed lo be In the iniiin reading room at 
the time. At the entrance to the lib- 
rary, the royal car, which had fol- 
lowed the Queen over from the lib- 
rary, was wailing. Here a large 
crowd had assembled, and it was with 
difficulty that the police were able 
to clear a path for the Queen's auto- 
mobile and for those of her retinue. 
On the left side of the door police

Speaker Advised Disintcgra 
lion at Source to Pro- 
tect Shipping 



Vcsterdiiy evening fir. II. T. liarnci 
a>l<lreK:<cd at ijl. .lames Literary tin 
ili'ly, in the lecture hiill of the En- 
gineering inslltutc. The speaker Intro 
duccd two new phases of the Ice prob- 
lem In Ills aiklrcMfi. 

Kxplalning tlie toiiippratuie survey 
of all iceberg, which |ip once carried 
out, Dr. Barnes staled that the wiilei 
Immodlnlely surrounding the frozen 
m.oss I» relatively warmer than that 
which Is slightly more renioto. His 
rfa.soii for this phenomenon Is thiit 
tlie «aler adjiiconl to the bergs Is 
cooled and sinks, warmer w.-itcr en- 
tering In lo take Its place. This In- 
fomialion came as a seipicl to an 
obherisiatement to the effect that the 
temperature, on an iceberg is rela 
lively high, and that one cannot work 
on them with any degree of rapidity 
without getting uncomfortably hot. 
The radiation of the sun's heat from 
the Iceberg was held to be responsible 
for thlB apparent paradox, while It 
was stated that the glare off the ice 
Is so strong th.al it is neccsanry to 
wear colored glasses , wtiile engaged 
thereon. 

The other point dealt with the need 
for relief bj" the Ico masses in the 
far north, which is obtained through 
large quantities iweaking away from 
the glacial bodies at the sea's edge 
and floating away with the ourrent.s 
in which they are gradually broken up 
into. smaller portions, called growlers 
and finally melt away, fîut for this 
anangeinenl of nature the accumula- 
tion of Ice would grow so great in 
northern Greenland that the world 
would become lop heavy. The depfh 
of ice In northern Greenland Is ap 
proximately a mile iind a quarter, this 
being in a plastic st.ate that flow.>» 
towards fhe sea, where masses break 
awuy and form icebergs that are said 
to be a menace to navigation.

University Authorities Issue 
Booklet of Regulations 



A hook of regulations entitled 
"memorandum on the conduct and 
dlscip;'.ni! of the Junior mcm'jers ot 
the University,' "issued by the :iu 
thorites at Oxford has .brought, con- 
Hldorabte crltlclgin from the students 

The imdergraduate organ "l sis' 
bus cominrntcd on the publication in 
no kind manner." The editors .ore an- 
•luyed because they aro being treat 
ed as "merely chdldTen" and "ir 
responsible hooligans Incapable of 
keeping out of mischief." 

Some of the reslrlctlons placed on 
the students in this booklet are as 
follows: : 

"It Is expected undergraduates will 
not loiter In public streets, at coffee 
stall or at stage doors of theatres. 

"Undergrmduates may not attend 
any public race meetings. 

"UndorKr.aduateB may not give 
dances in ' public rooms,' 

"Undergraduates '. are forbidden to 
tltend public subscription dances In 
or near Oxford, 

"Undergraduates arc forbidden to 
visit tho bar of any- hotel, restaurant 
or public house, 

"Undergraduates may not hire a 
motor vehicle for a longer .period than 
one hour or -for a greater distance 
from Oxford than: five miles without 
special leave -o (the dean of the col 
lege. 

"A wom.Tn undergradunle may not 
enter the rooms of o man undergrad 
ualc either 1" college or in .lodgings 
without a special leave previously ob 
talned from the principal of her so 
cloty. she iiiiist iiuve a companion 
similarly approved, 

'A man undorgradiiato may not 
enter the room of a woman umUnv 
graduate, 

"Men and women undergraduates 
may not go on the river or for motor 
rides together unless each woman 
undergraduate has., previously ob 
tiilned leave from the principal of 
lier college aiidw.llicru.nre at least two 
woinen In the- parly;" •

These words contain more than a 
grain of truth, H. C. Witwer to the

tnn where his .stories iiboui Gertrude 
JIurgatroid of the Hotel St. Sloe are 
well known to all, .says that when the 
c.impuH celebrity comes back to the 
reunion, and Is ;ipproarlioil with n 
subscription list to UulKl a new sta- 
illuni lie hands oui fifty iU)llar!<, then 
looking over the list he sees -that Joe 
^Vood, who was probably the dumbest 
iuun In the class, heads the list with 
a cool fifty thousand. Witwcr's con- 
tention then is that when a man 
does in college is no critcrlan of wh.at 
lie will do in the outside world. 

AVe can give examples ot men who 
■were, of no outstanding note at col- 
lege yet wert .successful in after life, 
a.nd of men for whom every body 
,^uriited in predicting- a ibrilllant fu- 
ture who turned out failures, but 
these are the exception rather than 
the rule. 

It is not just the campus celebrity 
tlie Dean has in mind. The manaj?er of 
the Junior football team, a play^ on 
a faculty team, a musician Ip 
mandolin club or Band, a reporter 
on the Daily, or the vice-president 
of a sectional club are all making 
their contribution to the college life 
at McGill, and the very fact that 
they are doing that is evidence in 
Itself that they are ot worth while 
stuff. The man who will spend one 
' night a week reporting on the JJaily, 
or give up several afternoon." a week 
practicing ^for the Player's Club is 
not the sort wHo will shirk his work 
or do only itthe ^minimum that Is ex- 
pected of him " wheii he graduates. 
Conversely, there is no reason to be- 
lelve that the man or woman who does 
nothing more than th« studying ex- 
pected of him, "for that's what you 
come to college for", will ever do 
more than he has to in-order to get 
by when he ^leaves college. 

And then there is the other aspect 
of the case, the absolute benefit and 
.training one gets from extrii-culli- 
cular ucllvltieB. 'J'ho cxpfiifiKM; in 
meeting people, tht training in sporlK- 
niansliip, il.io executive knowledge ac 
quired, all play their part in building 
up a well rounded character, which 
sends the bearer into the world that 
ill uch better equipped to face the 
struggles of lilV;. 

Remeniljcr then, you do not have to 
be the producer of the Red and Whlte 
Revue or President of the Onion to 
in'uke your contribution to your Alinu 
Muler. No matter how small the 
))url you play it is still worth while
